Rheumatic Heart 
Disease Clinic 
Established Here 





Establishment of rheumatic 
heart disease clinic at the San 
Antonio Community haspital was 
announced today. 

Dr. George C. Griffith, dean of 
the post graduate schocl of med- 
icine at University of So. Cali- 
fornia and world rencwned au- 
thority on rheumatic heart dis- 
ease, will be in charge of the clinic 
with the cooperation of the hos- 
pital and all members of the staff. 

Only patients in the Chaffey 
school district and Chino can be 
served at present, Dr. A .A. Aita, 
hospital administrator, said today 
in pointing out that only a limit- 
ed number of pecple can _ be 
handled with the present facili- 
ties. 

It is estimated that at least 50 
children in this area are in need 
of the service and Dr. Aita said 
that efforts will be centered at 
the outset on indigent: cases. 

The hospital will give, without 
charge, electro cardiograpm read- 
ing, blood count and X-rays. 

Installation of a vertical fluoro- 
scopic X-ray unit for chest and 
heart examination has just been 
completed at the hospital. 

All cases fcr the clinic are to be 
started through the public health 
urses in Upland and Ontario or 
the patient’s physician.

1. Farmers. In 1946 they did 
not have to do anything about the 
tax on their 1946 income. They 
must do it now. 

Now they must figure their 
1946 income—and what the tax 
on it was—and pay that tax by 
Jan. 15. 

2. Those from whose 1946 in- 
come no tax was withheld, such 


as professional men like doctors, 
or landlords, and so on.
